W hereas default has been made in 
the paym ent of the money secured by a mortg 
dated the fourth day of May,1854, executed by Cor­ 
nelius IL Biting and C atherine Ann, his wife, of the 
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Ilnrlv R ailroading—'“ Now su d Then.” 
We clip the fallowing interesting article on 
Early Railroading from the Rochester Union: 
In tile early part of the present month Mr. 
James Wood, with his favorite locomotive, 
number 31, made the run with the Directors' 
coach from Syracuse to Rochester (SI miles) 
iii SD minutes, anil the day following made the 
return trip from Rochester to Syracuse in 85 
minuter. 
Tile first trip made by a locomo­ 
tive on the American continent was In 1828, 
and lilts was on the hanks of the Luckawax- 
en. connecting lim canal of tile Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company with 
their coal 
mines. 
The first engineer that run this loco­ 
motive was Mr. Horatio Allen, and from a 
speech delivered by Mr. Allen at a railroad 
festival a few years since, I extract the follow­ 
ing as related by him : 
“ The road had been built in tile summer of 
1828; tim structure was of hemlock timber, 
and rails of large dimensions notched on caps 
placed far apart. 
The timber had cracked 
and warped from exposure to the sun. 
After 
about three hundred feet of straight line, (he 
road cro-aed the Lackawaxen creek on trestle 
work, about thirty feet to four hundred feet 
radius. 
Tile 
impression 
became 
general 
among the men thai tile iron monster would 
either break down tho road or it would leave 
the track ut the curve and plunge into the 
creek. 
“ My reply to such apprehensions was it 
was too lait* to consider the probabilities of 
such occurrences and that there was no oth 
cr course than to have u trial made of the 
strange animal which had been brought to 
us at 9uch great expense, but that it was not 
necessary that more limn one person lie in­ 
volved in its fate, and that I would take the 
first ride alone, und that the time would come 
when I should look back to this incident with 
great interest. 
As I placed my hand on the 
handle of the throttle valve I was undecided 
whether I would move slowly or with u fair 
degree of speed, hut believing that the road 
would prove safe, and preferring if we did go 
down to go handsomely and without any evi­ 
dence of timidity, I started with considerable 
velocity, passed the curve over the 
creek 
safely and was soon out of hearing of the vast 
assemblage. 
At the end of two or three miles 
I reversed the valve and returned without 
accident, having thus made the first railroad 
trip by locomotive on the Western Hemis­ 
phere." 
Tile Mohawk Valley Railroad was completed 
from Schenectady to Utica in 1837, aad im­ 
provements were made in locomotives and 
passenger coaches. 
The locom otives were 
built much larger, and the power was greatly 
increased. 
H ie passenger cars were improved 
by building frame bodies, which were placed 
over four wheel trucks, and fancifully finished 
up in “ gothic" style, and were divided od in 
three apartments, the seats running crosswise, 
with entrances from both sides of the car, 
opening to each apartment. 
Each 
room 
would seat eight persons quite comfortably, 
und a car load would numtier twenty-four 
persons. 
The collector in charge of the traiu would 
collect the fares by walking ©o a narrow strip 
of plunk securely placed on each side of the 
car, and at the door of each apartment, while 
holding on to ail iron roil placed above bis 
head, wilh one hand would collect the fares 
from each passenger. 
The Utica A Syra­ 
cuse Railroad was completed in the early part 
of the summer of 1839, and on the 4lb of July 
rail an excursion train over the road from 
Syracuse to Utica, carrying excursionists free. 
When freight cars were first introduced on the 
road they were called “ stage wagons." 
Wil­ 
liam C. Y'oung was the chief engineer in budd­ 
ing tin* road Irons Schenectady to Utica, and 
for a number of years after its completion was 
tin* manager of the road. 
Fares were first 
collected over this road on tho second day 
of August, 1836. 
Soon after this Mr. Julius 
A. Spencer, tho well und favorably known 
I (resent adjuster of claim s of the New 
York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, was ap­ 
pointed 
an assistant manager under Mr. 
Young, aud w as placed in charge of that sec­ 
tion lying between Utica anil Little Falls. 
At 
this time they had no time tables to govern 
the dispatching or running of trains. 
A train 
of cars would leave Utica at a fixed hour iu the 
morning of each week day, and run through 
to Schenectady as quick as (Kissiblo, and re­ 
turn to Utica in the same manlier. 
After running tho road in this manner a few 
years the manager was termed a “ superm en 
dent," aud Mr. Spencer was appointed, super­ 
intendent of the Utica aud Schenectady Road, 
which position he beld and performed his 
duties satisfactorily 
to 
the company, the 
public and the employes quite up to the con­ 
solidation of the various connecting lines. 
The first iron used in laying railroad tracks 
were fiat iron rails, called by railroad men 
“ strap rails." 
These were fastened to the 
wooden rails by spikes driven |tbrough holes 
in the bars into the wood. 
The bars were 
closely matched ut the ends aud remained 
firm for a while, bul the constant passing of 
trains would work the spikes, and as they be 
came loose they would cause the end of the 
bar to turn up, and then what was termed 
“ snuke-heads” would endanger the safe pass­ 
age of trains. 
In many cases] these snake- 
heads would pass up through the cars and 
endanger the lives of passengers und throw 
the train od the track. 
The speed and facilities of traveling at this 
early date of railroads, compared with the pre­ 
sent, is almost unaccountable. 
Then, and 
for a considerable time after lite completion 
of the tracks, there were but few freight traius 
required to handle the freight on the road, bul 
few station agents existed along the various 
lines, and conductors were required to hold 
their trains long enough to visit the merchants 
and shipjiers at each hamlet or village where 
freight was to be delivered, to enable bim to 
collect the freight bills upon the several par­ 
cels. 
The speed of freight traius was fixed al 
eight miles an bour, 
while the passenger 
trains would hardly exceed eight miles an 
hour.

Early Rallroading-^Now and Then.” 
We clij) Che following interesting article on 
Early Railroading from the RochesterUnion: 
In the early part of the present month Mr. 
James Wood, with his favorite locomotive, 
number 34, made the run with the Directors’ 
coach from Syracuse to Rochester (81 miles) 
in 89 minutes, and the day following made the 
return trip fron: Rochester to Syracuse in 85 
minutes. The first trip made by a locomo­ 
tive on the American continent was in 1828, 
and lliis was on the banks of the Lackawax- 
en, connecting the canal of the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company with their coal 
minps. The first engineer that run this loco­ 
motive was Mr. Horatio Alien, and from a 
speech delivered by Mr. Allen at a railroad 
festival a few year3 since, I extract the follow­ 
ing as related by him: 
“ The road had been built in tiie summer of 
1828; the structure wa3 of hemlock timber, 
and rails of large dimensions notched on caps 
placed far apart. The timber had cracked 
and warped from exposure to the sun. After 
about three hundred feet of straight line, the 
road crossed the Lackawaxen creek on trestle 
work, about thirty feet to four hundred feet 
radius. 
The impression became general 
among the men that the iron monster would 
either break down the road or it would leave 
Hie track at the curve and plunge into the 
creek. 
“ My reply to such apprehensions was it 
was too late to cousider the probabilities of 
such occurrences and that there was no oth­ 
er course than to have a trial made of the 
strange animal which had been brought to 
us at such great expense, but that it was not 
necessary that more than one person be in­ 
volved in its fate, and that I would take the 
first ride alone, and that the time would come 
when I should look back to this incident with 
great interest. As I placed my hand on the 
handle of the throttle valve I was undecided 
whether I would move slowly or with a fair 
degree of speed, but believing that the road 
would prove safe, and preferring if we did go 
down to go handsomely and without any evi­ 
dence of timidity, I started with considerable 
velocity, passed tbe curve over the creek 
safely and was soon out of hearing of tbe vast 
assemblage. At the end of two or three miles 
I reversed the valve and returned without 
accident, having thus made the first railroad 
trip by locomotive on the Western Hemis­ 
phere.” 
The Mohawk Valley Railroad was completed 
from Schenectady to Utica in 1837, aHd im­ 
provements were made in locomotives and 
passenger coaches. 
The locomotives were 
built much larger, and the power was greatly 
increased. The passenger cars were improved 
by building frame bodies, which were placed 
over four wheel trucks, and faneifally finished 
up iu “ gothic” style, and were divided ofl in 
three apartments, the seats running crosswise, 
with entrances from both sides of the car, 
opening to each apartment. 
Each room 
would seat eight persons quite comfortably, 
and a car load wouhl number twenty-four 
persons. 
Tbe collector in charge of the train would 
collect the fares by walking on a narrow strip 
of plank securely placed on each side of the 
car, and at the door of each apartment, while 
holding on to an iron rod placed above his 
head, with one hand would collect the fares 
from each passenger. The Utica <fc Syra­ 
cuse Railroad was completed in the early part 
of the summer of 1839, and on the 4lh of July 
ran an excursion train over tbe road from 
Syracuse to Utica, carrying excursionists free. 
When freight cars were first introduced on the 
road they were called “ stage wagons.” Wil­ 
liam C. Young was the chief engineer in build­ 
ing the road Irom Schenectady to Utica, and 
for a number of years after its completion was 
the manager of the road. Fares were first 
collected over this road on the second day 
of August, 1836. Soon after this Mr. Julius 
A. Spencer, the well and favorably known 
present adjuster of claims of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad, was ap­ 
pointed an assistant manager under Mr. 
Young, and was placed in charge of that sec­ 
tion lying between Utica and Little Falls. At 
this time they had no time tables to govern 
the dispatching or ruuning of trains. A train 
of cars would leave Utica at a fixed hour in the 
morning of each week day, and run through 
to Schenectady as quick as possible, and re­ 
turn to Utica in the same manner. 
After running the road in this manner a few 
years the manager was termed a “superinten 
dent,” and Mr. Spencer was appointed, super­ 
intendent of the Utica and Schenectady Road, 
which position he held and performed his 
duties satisfactorily to the company, the 
public and the employes quite up to the con- 
selidation of the various connecting lines. 
The first iron used in laying railroad tracks 
were flat iron rails, called by railroad men 
“ strap rails.” These were fastened to the 
wooden rails by spikes driveu Itbrough holes 
in tbe bars into the wood. The bar3 were 
closely matched at the ends and remained 
firm for a while, but the constaut passing of 
trains would work the spikes, aud as they be 
came loose they would cause the end of the 
bar to turn up, and then what was termed 
“ snake-heads” would endanger the safe pass­ 
age of trains. In many cases] these snake- 
heads would pass up through the cars and 
oudanger the lives of passengers and throw 
the train ofl the track, 
The speed and facilities of traveling at this 
early date of railroads, compared with the pre­ 
sent, is almost unaccountable. Then, and 
for a considerable time after the completion 
of the tracks, there were but few freight trains 
required to handle the freight on the road, but 
few station agents existed along the various 
lines, and conductors were required to hold 
their trains long enough to visit the merchants 
and shippers at each hamlet or village where 
freight was to be delivered, to enable him to 
collect the freight bills upon tho several par­ 
cels. The 3peed of freight trains was fixed at 
eight mile3 an hour, while the passenger 
traius would hardly exceed eight miles an 
hour.

a pumpkin that is not good and which fails 
to sutiserve some useful end. 
Considered as 
material for pies, it is |>opular among our 
greatest minds mid healthiest stomachs; no 
where more so than in New england, which is 
confessedly the intellectual center of creation. 
Looked upon as a means of gratifying the 
propensity universal among boys, for a cheap, 
artistic and original lantern, the (pumpkin is 
no less deserving of approval and apprecia 
lion.

pumpkin is nutriment to the faint and the 
odorous case of flaming tapers in the hands 
of s|M>rtive boyhood; it Ss the golden glory of 
autumnal corn fields and the sign of a kind 
and affluent soil. 
McKee, you are in all 
things too superstitious; who, hereafter, will 
care to put a head on you ? 


T h e T rib u n e '* I'ra p u tv d I’ll titre . 
The Tribune yearns for an artist to {taint a 
great historical picture, Hie subject for which 
it points out. 
The group or scene that in Hie 
Tribune's opinion should not be suffered to 
lapse into dull forgetfulness is the New York 
delegation of merchants before the President 
pleading for a step in the direction of hard 
money. 
We see at once—not being impene­ 
trable donkeys—how rare a chance is bere af­ 
forded for a competent artist to land himself 
into the middle of immortality at one prodig 
ious leap; but can the man beround? 
We 
are surprised lh it our astute friends in the 
Tribune office should not have perceived the 
difficulties In the way of this project, not the 
least of which can be briefly indicated: If, as 
the Tribune p re sse s, the painting is to Im 
placed in one of the vacant panels iii tho Cap­ 
itol, a vote of Congress and the usual appro­ 
priation will have to be had. And how is this 
poMibie if the “ leader of the House " is to 
be satirized iu the picture and either of the ti­ 
tles suggested by the Tribune inscribed under 
it ? Butler may uot have much of a conscience, 
but be is supplied with an abnormal sensitive­ 
ness to open or covert attacks of all kiods. 
So it is likely he would oppose this movement 
with all bis might; and tor similar reasons we 
could hardly count on the hearty co operation 
of either Logan, Carpenter or Morton. 
An­ 
other impediment livre presents itself which 
seems to have escaped the people in the Tri­ 
bune office, as details of execution sometimes 
will when one Is enthusiastic of a crude but 
grand idea: How could the artist, lf we bad 
one, paint the objective point if the work of 
art were, as the Tribune thinks it ought, to 
take the shape of a companion piece to “ Co­ 
lumbus Discovering America,” or “ De Soto 
Discovering the Mississippi?” 
A continent 
or a river can be indicated by pigments on 
canvas, but in what way could the painter rep­ 
resent the discovery made by these modern 
adventurers that a lie Is as good as tho truth, 
or paper money as good as gold ? 
We ex­ 
press the doubt involved in this question with 
profound regret, for we want the picture to be 
made. 
Perhaps the thing might be better got 
at through private subscriptions payable in 
notes redeemable at pleasure- chromo copies 
of the work to be afterwards sold for the ben­ 
efit of the artist, with the customary reduc­ 
tion to clergymen and Sunday schools, who 
would all refuse to live without it. 
Our faith 
is strong that so great a picture will be sure 
to get itself painted and we don't write this to 
make fun or to carli about the matter. 
But 
if Butler could get that unfortunate droop out 
of one of his eyelids before the artist gives 
him the finishing touch, future generations 
would like bis face better as a thing of beauty. 


A F rie n d I)' P ro teat. 
At any time in the near future the New York 
Sun should happen to be in the humor to ac­ 
cept a brotherly suggestion in a friendly spirit, 
we hope it will then consider what we here­ 
with submit. 
That spicy aud always bellig­ 
erent little sheet yesterday made editorial al­ 
lusion to the retirement from the ministry of 
Rev. Dr. Adams after an exceptionally long 
and faithful service therein; remarking chiefly 
that the Doctor had never, to the knowledge 
of the Sun, done more than a single disgrace­ 
ful a c t; said act being the delivery of a eulogy 
“ some time ago " on Judge Noah Davis. The 
Sun proceeds to recommend that for this ter­ 
rible blunder and piece of unpardonable moral 
perfidy, the Rev. Dr. Adams should at once 
“ repent in dust and ashes.” If the Sun in­ 
tended nothing more serious than a joke by 
this caustic fashion of alluding to a worthy 
man, then we have simply tossy that it Is very 
unfortunate In the quality of its jokes. 
When 
wit degenerates into scandal and humor be­ 
comes debased into common scurrility, no ar­ 
gument isjueeded to show that the men who are 


responsible for it should take some suitable 
medicine for the blood and consult a respects 
hie medical practitioner as to the state of their 
liver. 
If the Sun Divans what Its words imply 
upon their face, then the manifest comment is 
that they are insulting and mean. 
We should 
explain that the Sun does not mention in what 
respect Dr. Adams spoke well of Judge Davis 
ami leaves it consequently to be inferred that 
the Judge has not now nor ever had a single 
personal or official characteristic which could 
properly elicit the praise of any decent man 
Nobody believes that. and if our memory of 
past events is at all to be trusted, plenty of 
people beside Dr, Adams were in ecstaciea 
over Judge Davis at about the time the Tweed 
trial was righteously concluded. 
By the way 
what a difference there can be (not simply 
“ twixt tweedledum and tweedled** ’’)but be 
tweet! the lights in whish judges arc regarded 
under different relations which folks sometimes 
bear to them. 
It is only lately we think since 
the Sun took down from the bead of its edi 
tonal columns its long-standing 
quotation 
from Blatchfonl on the right of American cit 
izens to be fried for oflences by juries “ in the 
first instance;" and, again if we don't mistake, 
the said quotation was born of Hie Dana libel 
suit. 
To be sure Judge Blatchferd is not ac 
cused of having made any money out of the

and for other purposes," without my approval. 
In doing so I must express my regret at not 
being able to give my assent to Hie measure 
which has received the sanction of Hie ma­ 
jority of the legislators chosen by tin* people 
to make laws for their guidance, and I have 
studiously sought to find sufficient arguments 
to justify such assent, but 'unsuccessfully. 
Practically it is a question whether the meas- 
-urc under discussion would give un additional 
dollar to the irredeemable paper currency of 
the country or not, aud whether by requiring 
three-fourths of the reserves to be retained by 
banks and prohibiting interest to be received 
on the balance it might not prove a contrac­ 
tion; but the fact cannot lie concealed that 
theoretically tho bill increases paper circula­ 
tion $100,000,000, less only the amount of 
reserves restrained from circulation by Hie 
provisions of the second section. The measure 
lias been supported on the theory that it would 
give increased circulation. 
Is a fair 
in­ 
ference, 
therefore,

abundance of circulation expected of it the 
friends of the measure, particularly those out 
of Congress, would clamor for such inflation 
as would give the expected relief.

message to Congress in December, 1869. Hie 
following passages appear: 


Among Hie evils growing out of the reiiel- 
lion ami not yet referred to is Hist of an irre­ 
deemable currency. It Is au evil which I hope 
will receive your most earnest attention. 
It 
is a duty, and one of the highest duties, of the 
government to secure to citizens a medium of 
exchange of fixed, unvarying value, 
lins im­ 
plies a return to a 3{*ecie baal*, and no substi­ 
tute for it can be devised, 
ll should bo com­ 
menced now and reached at Hie earliest prac­ 
ticable moment consistent with a fair regard 
to the interest of the debtor clast 
Immedi­ 
ate resumption, if practicable, would not be 
desirable. 
It would compel the debtor class 
to pay beyond their contracts Hie premium on 
gold at the <lale of their purchase aud would 
bring bankruptcy and ruin to thousand*.— 
The fluctuations, however, iii palier value of 
the measure of all values, gold, is detrimental 
to the interest of trade. 
It makes a man of 
basinets an involuntary gambler, for iii all 
sales where future payment is to be made both 
parties sim ulate us to what will be the value 
of currency to be paid and received. 
I earn­ 
estly recommend to you, then, such legislation 
as will insure a gradual return to specie pay­ 
ments and put an immediate stop to the fluc­ 
tuations in value of the currency. 
I still adhere to the views then expressed. 
As early as December 4th, 1865, the House of 
Representatives passed a resolution by a vote 
of 144 yeas to 6 nays concurring iii the views 
of the Secretary of the Treasury In relation to 
th* necessity of contraction of the currency, 
with a view to as early resumption of specie 
payment s as the business interests of Hie coun­ 
try will permit,'and pledging co-operative ac­ 
tion to this end a* speedily as |>osaible. 
The 
first act passed by the Forty-first Congress on 
the 18th day of March, 1869, was as follows: 
AN ACT to strengthen Hie public credit of th 
Untied States. 
Belt enacted, Ac., that in order to remove 
any doubt as to the p u rin e of Hie govern­ 
ment to discharge all its obligations to lite 
public creditors and lo settle conflicting ques­ 
tions and interpreted ions of Hie law by virtue 
of which auth obligations have been contract­ 
ed it is hereby provide*! and declared that Hie 
faith of the United .States is solemnly pledged 
to the payment in coin or its equivalent of all 
obligations of the United Stales and of all in­ 
terest-bearing obligations except iii case* 
where a law authorizing Hic issue of any such 
obligations is expressly provided that 
the 
same may be paid in lawful money or in other 
currency titan gold uud silver, but none of 
said intere*t-l*earing obligations not already 
due shall be redeemed or paid liefore maturity, 
unless at such times as United States notes 
shall bo convertible into coin at the option of 
the holder or miles* at the time bonds of the 
United States bearing a lower rate of interest 
than the bonds to be redeemed can be sold at 
liar in coin, and the United Suites ulso sol­ 
emnly pledges its faith to make provision ut 
the earliest practicable period for the redemp­ 
tion of the United States notes in coin. 
This act still remains as a continuin^pledge 
of the faith of the United States to make pro­ 
vision at the earliest practicable moment for 
the redemption of United States note in coin. 
The declaration contained in the act of June 
20th, 1864, created an obligation that Hie to­ 
tal amount of United Slates notes issued or lo 
issued shoal J never exceed $ IOO,OOO,OOO. The 
amount in actual circulation was actually re­ 
duced to $356,000,000, at which point Con­ 
gress passed the act of February 4th, 1868, 
suspending further reduction of the currency. 
Tile $44,000,000 have ever been recorded as 
a reserve to be used only in case of an emer­ 
gency, such us bas occurred on several occa­ 
sions and must occur when from any cause 
Hie revenue* suddenly fall below the expendi­ 
tures, aud such reserve 
is 
necessary be­ 
cause the fractional 
currency, 
amounting 
to $50,000,000, Is redeemable in legal tender 
on call 
It may be said that such a return of 
ractional currency for redemption is iu|K>s:i- 
ble, but let steps be taken for a return to a 
specie basis and it will be found that silver will 
take the place of fractional currency as rapid­ 
ly as it can be supplied when the premium 
on gold reaches a sufficiently low point with 
the amount of United States notes to I e is­ 
sued {lermanently with proper limits and Hie 
Treasury so strengthened us to lie able to re­ 
deem them iu coin oil demaud. 
It will then 
be safe to inaugurate a system of free bank­ 
ing, with sucii provisions as to make compul­ 
sory the redemption of circulating notes of 
banks iii coin or United States notes, them­ 
selves redeemable and made equivalent to 
coin. 
As a measure preparatory to free banking, 
or for placing; the government iu condition to 
redeem its notes in coin at tho earliest practi­ 
cable moment the revenues of the country 
should lie Increased so as to {lay tho current* 
expenses, provide for the sinking fund enquired 
by law and also the surplus to bo retained in 
the Treasury in gold. 
I ain not a believer iii 
any artificial method of making paper money 
equal to com when coin is apt owned or held 
ready to redeem the promises to pay, for pa­ 
lier moiler is nothing more than promises to 
pay and is valuable exactly iii )>roportion to 
the amount of coin that it eau be converted 
into. 
While coin is not used as a circulating 
medium or the currency of the country is not 
convertible into it at par, it becomes an article 
of commerce as much as any other product. 
The surplus will seek a foreign market, as will 
any other surplus. 
The balance of trade has 
nothing to do with the question. 
Duties ou 
imports being required in coin creates a limi­ 
ted demand tor gold and about enough to sat­ 
isfy that demand remaining in the country. 
To increase this sapply I see no way o|H*n but 
by the government hoarding through tin* I 


means above given and possibly by requiring 
national banks to aid it. 
It is claimed by the advocates of the meas­ 
ure herewith returned that there is an unequal 
distribution of the banking capital of the 
country. 
I was disposed to give great weight 
to thii view of the question at first, but on re­ 
flection it will be remembered that there 
still 
remains 
$4,000,000 
of 
authorized 
bank note circulation assigned to states hav­ 
ing less than their quota not yet taken. 
In 
addition to this the states having less than 
their quota of bank circulation have the op­ 
tion of $25,000,000 more to be taken from 
those states having more than their propor­ 
tion. 
When this is all taken up, or when spe­ 
cie payment? are fully.restored, or are in rapid 
progress of restoration, it will be time to con­ 
sider the question of more currency.

April 21—Midnight.—Tho 
following account of a skirmish this evening 
Is given by an eye witness: Colonel Roserodu 
up abruptly to Colonel White through the 
hitter's band,and his horse knocked down seve­ 
ral members. He asked Colonel White if he ir. 
tended to advance his troops any further, aud 
received a negative reply. 
White said be had 
no right to ride through bis men iii that man 
lier. 
A few hot words followed, when Rose 
pulled his pistol, cocked .it and struck at 
White, who threw up Ills hand, which struck 
aud fired ofl the pistol. 
Rose’s orderly shot 
at White immediately, and then commenced 
the firing. 
Rose turned and galloped up 
street to the City Hall, and formed his men 
across the street. 
Most of tho firing from Brooks’ side was 
from the Metropolitan Hotel windows aud the 
crowd lielow, and was aimed at tho Anthony 
House. 
The United States flag la waving in 
front of Baxter'* headquarters, pierced by 
several bullets. 
Several colored men were 
wounded, one in the foot, another in the leg 
and one in the ear. 
Col. Sullivan, of Brooks 
party, who was standing on the sidewalk op­ 
posite tho Metropolitan, was shot through oue 
leg, breaking it. 
He then walked up op|>osite 
the City Hall and received another shot in the 
oilier leg, breaking it also. 
Jam es Hill, hack 
driver, was shot in the left hip. 
Major Thai! 
who was shot in the head, died a few minutes 
ago. 
One .shot was fired by a United States 
soldier opposite the City Hall. 
The city Is 
quiet now. 
One or two new companies ar 
rived to-night to assist Baxter. 


THE LEGISLATURE CONVENED. 
Washington, April 22.—Governor Baxter 
of Arkansas to-day telegraphed to the Presi­ 
dent that he was unable to move with Ids 
troops to assert Ids claims to the governorship 
without a collision with United Elates troops, 
which bo wished to avoid; he had therefore 
called together Hie Legislature to settle the 
conflict, and asked if the President would pro 
lect them iii the exercise of their power. 
Grant replied that he would do all lie could 
under the Constitution aud hoped Hie military 
on both sides would be disbanded. 
L ittle Ruck, April 22.—Gov. Baxter has 
convened the Legislature iu extra session 
May lith to consider the claims of the rival 
Governors. 
A SOLDIERS STORY OF TUE F1UUT. 
Mlmi'hi*, April 22.—Lieutenant Cushman 
of the Sixteenth Infantry, stationed at Little 
Rock, arrived here this afternoon to commu­ 
nicate with the President concerning the firing 
on Colonel Rune last night, which, ha says, he 
could not do there In consequence of violent 
partisan feeling in the telegraph office. 
Ac 
cording to ins statement Colonel Rose had se­ 
cured ail armistice between the rival factions 
which was lo continue until 'J o’clock this 
morning, but thai last night Colonel King 
White, with a regiment of untied negroes 
uiarehed down to Hie Anthony House, where 
he made a violent and inflammatory speech to 
them, calling upon H ater to allow bim lo go 
ahead aud clean out Brooks, the federal or 
any other d—d troops. Colonel Rose, lieariug 
the disturbance, rode down to inform White 
Hist tie was not complying with the terms of 
the truce in marching his men to that {joint. 
Colonel Rose wa* unarmed except with a 
sword and was accompanied by au orderly 
armed with two holster pistole. 
On reaching 
White Colonel Rose asked him what he meant 
by breaking the truce, and ordered him to dis­ 
perse his men. 
White made some reply not 
heard, fired his pistol at Colonel Rose aod 
shouted to his men to fire, which they did, 
generally into the air, but several persons 
were wounded. 
The remainder of the story 
is substantially as telegraphed. 
Lieut. Cushman says tbatf.ilaxter lias near­ 
ly 3,000 men under arms, of whom some 800 
or 900 are from Pope, Johnson aud Saline 
counties. 
A number of them were cither in 
the confederate or federal armies during the 
late war and are armed with superior weap­ 
ons. 
They eau be relied on in a fight, and the 
feeling towards Brooks’ action among lins 
class is very bitter and daily growing worse. 
As a general thing Baxter's forces are poorly 
officered. 
On Hit other side Brooks has some 
600 men behind the barricades at the State 
House, of whom two-thirds are negroes. They 
are well commanded and have two ancient 
six-pounder* in position. 
Baxter s men are 
engaged iii resurrecting a twenty-pounder 
siege piece left there during the late war. Col. 
Rose with his handful of soldiers is master of 
the situation, bot affairs are daily growing 
worse.

Tbe moderate salvage claim of $500,000 
bas been pnt into court by the finders of the 
steamer Amerique. The vessel will remain 
under the control of the lawyers until the 
pending suits have been terminated in the 
course of law or compromised in some way. 
The French line will find a grain of courage 
worth a pound of cant ion hereafter in case 
they survive the present heavy blows. Under 
the statute there can be no tenable ground of 
opposition to the claim and the men of the 
Spray and the Barry may consider themselves 
favorites of fickle Neptune from this time 
forth. 


This last confession of Waltz's is just a little 
suspicious. It looks as if it was a shrewd 
dodge of the young criminal to arouse public 
sympathy, for who would condemn any man 
for disposing of an organ-grinder—or a ssore 
of them, for that matter? Just now, too, 
when the season for these exasperating nuisan­ 
ces is opening, it strikes a peculiarly tender 
chord. Now, instead of hanging Joseph, we 
suggest that the authorities let him out to the 
different towns and cities in the vicinity to do 
duty as the great organ-grinder exterminator. 
They might make a very nice little income in 
this way. We could keep him pretty active 
Waltzing ofl the murderers of our peace down 
here. Let us have more Waltzes—and fewer 
organ-grinders as the natural consequence. 


Inflation Vetoed. 
We could furnish no piece of uew3 more 
welcome to our readers this morning than 
that contained in oar telegraphic columns— 
the President’s veto of the inflation bill. We 
give the message in full, by which it will be 
seen the President takes the most positive 
ground in opposition to expanding the cur­ 
rency and reminds Congress of the pledges 
given by it, by both parties and by himself to 
retain the currency at its present volume and 
return to specie payment at the earliest prac­ 
ticable date. The message ought to bring 
the financial lunatics of Congress to their 
senses, and it is to be hoped we may now 
have some common sen3e legislation on the 
currency question. 


M pum pkln^IIeadcd.7’ 
Colonel Piatt, editor of the Washington 
Capital, was from home the other day and a 
relative by the same name presided in his 
stead. A writer upon the paper, having oc­ 
casion to mention the name of Representa­ 
tive McKee, called him a “legislative pump­ 
kin-head.” Mr. McKee was curiously indig 
nant at this and hunted up Mr. Piatt to ask 
au explanation. Upon the editor pro (cm ad 
mitting his responsibility for the cephalo-veg- 
etative appellation, McKee at once remonstra­ 
ted with a cane across Piatt’s face, then de 
clared hl3 honor satisfied. 
The affair will 
probably not go as far as pi3tols and coflee 
for two; but we confess to a feeling of aston­ 
ishment that McKee should have been offend­ 
ed at so innocent a characterization; one in 
fact easily capable of being construed as the 
language of the highest compliment. “Pump­ 
kin-headed;” why not? there is nothing about 
a pumokin that is not good and which fails 
to subserve some useful end. 
Considered as 
material for pie3, it is popular among our 
greatest minds and healthiest stomachs; no 
wliero more so than in New England, which is 
confessedly the intellectual center of creation 
Looked upon as a means of gratifying the 
propensity universal among boys, for a cheap, 
artistic and origiual lantern, the (pumpkin is 
no less deserving of approval and apprecia 
lion. 
“Pumpkin-headed;” why not? a 
pumpkin is nutriment to the faiut and the 
odorous case of flaming tapers in the hands 
of sportive boyhood; it is the golden glory of 
autumnal corn-fields and the sign of a kind 
and affluent soil. McKee, you are in all 
things too superstitious; who, hereafter, will 
care to put a head on you ? 


The Tribune’» Proposed Picture 
The Tribune yeam3 for an artist to paint a 
great historical picture, the subject for which 
it points out. The group or scene that in the 
Tribune’s opinion should not be suflered to 
lapse into dull forgetfulne33 is the New York 
delegation of merchants before the President 
pleading for a step in the direction of hard 
money. We see at once—not being impene 
trable donkeys—how rare a chance is here af­ 
forded for a competent artist to land him3elf 
into the middle of immortality at one prodig­ 
ious leap; but can the man be found? We 
are surprised that our astute friends in the 
Tribune office should not have perceived the 
difficulties in the way of this project, not the 
least of which can be briefly indicated: If, as 
the Tribune proposes, the painting is to be 
placed in one of the vacant panels in the Cap­ 
itol, a vote of Congre33 and the usual appro­ 
priation will have to be had. And how is this 
possible if the “ leader of the House ” is to 
be satirized in the picture and either of the ti­ 
tles suggested by the Tribuue inscribed under 
it ? Butler may uot have much of a conscience, 
but he is supplied with an abnormal sensitive­ 
ness to open or covert attacks of all kinds 
So it is likely he would oppose this movement 
with all his might; and lor similar reasons we 
could hardly count on the hearty co operation 
of either Logan, Carpenter or Morton. Au 
other impediment here presents itself which 
seems to have escaped the people in the Tri­ 
bune office, as details of execution sometimes 
will when one is enthusiastic of a crude but 
grand idea: How could the artist, if we had 
one, paint the objectiye point if the work of 
art were, as the Tribnno thinks it ought, to 
take the shape of a companion piece to “ Co 
lumbus Discovering America,” or “ De Soto 
Discovering the Mississippi?” A contiuent 
or a river can be indicated by pigments on 
canvas,but in what way could the painter rep­ 
resent the discovery made by these modern 
adventurers that a lie is as good as tho truth, 
or paper money as good as gold ? We ex­ 
press the doubt involved in this question with 
profound regret, for we want the picture to be 
made. Perhaps the thing might be better got 
at through private subscriptions payable in 
notes redeemable at pleasure—ch romo copies 
of the work to be aflerwards sold for tho ben­ 
efit of the artist, with the customary reduc­ 
tion to clergymen and Sunday schools, who 
would all refuse to live without it. Our faith 
is strong that so great a picture will bo sure 
to get itself painted and we don’t write this to 
make fun or to cavil about tbe matter. But 
if Butler could get that unfortunate droop out 
of one of his eyelids before the artist gives 
him the finishing touch, future generations

A Friendly Pretest, 
At any time in the near future the New York 
Sun should happen to be in the humor to ac 
cept a brotherly suggestion in a friendly spirit, 
we hope it will then consider what we here 
with submit. That spicy and always bellig 
erent little sheet yesterday made editorial al 
lusion to the retirement from the ministry of 
Rev. Dr. Adams after an exceptionally long 
and faithful service therein; remarking chiefly 
that the Doctor had never, to the knowledge 
of the Sun, done more than a single disgrace­ 
ful act; said act being the delivery of a eulogy 
*1 some time ago ” on Judge Noah Davis. The 
Sun proceeds to recommend that for this ter­ 
rible blander and piece of unpardonable moral 
perfidy, the Rev. Dr. Adams should at once 
“ repent in dust and ashes.” If the Sun in 
tended nothing more serious than a joke by 
this caustic fashion of alluding to a worthy 
man, then we have simply to say that it Is very 
unfortunate in tbe quality of its jokes. When 
wit degenerates into scandal and humor be 
comes debased into common scurrility, no ar­ 
gument isjneeded to show that the men who are 


responsible for it should take some suitable 
medicine for the blood and consult a respecta­ 
ble medical practitioner as to tbe state of their 
liver. If tbe Sun nlbaa3 wbat its words imply 
upon their face, then the manifest comment is 
that they are insulting and mean. We should 
explain that the Sun does not meution in what 
respect Dr. Adams spoke well of Judge Davis 
and leaves it consequently to be inferred tbat 
the Judge has not dow nor ever had a single 
personal or official characteristic which coaid 
properly elicit tbe praUe of any decent man. 
Nobody believes that, and if our memory of 
past events is at all to be trusted, plenty ol 
people beside Dr. Adams were in ecstacies 
over Judge Davis at about the time the Tweed 
trial was righteously concluded. By the way, 
what a difference there can be (.not simply 
1 twixt tweedledum and tweedledee ”)but be­ 
tween tbe lights in whieh judges are regarded 
under different relations which folks sometimes 
bear to them. It is only lately we think since 
the Sun took down from the head of its edi­ 
torial columns its loDg-standiog quotation 
from Blatchford on the right of American cit­ 
izens to be tried for oflence3 by juries “ in the 
first instance;” and, again if we don’t mistake, 
tbe said quotation was born of the Dana libel 
suit. To be sure Judge Blatchford is not ac­ 
cused of having made any money out of the 
moiety laws, but irrespectivo of tbat fact, what 
would probably have been the Sun’s opinion 
of his honor and his acumen in case he had 
surrendered the body of Mr. Dana to the hun­ 
gry vultures at Washington instead of protect­ 
ing him as he did by a saving and sensible de­ 
cision ? We don’t know the term3 nor the 
spirit of Dr. Adams' remarks on Davis, yet, 
with a courage not less than tbe Sun’s, “ we 
do not hesitate to say ” that they could not 
have been of a nature to call for that retired 
clergyman’s investing himself with penitential 
sackcloth for the rest of his days.

Swing Him Up. 
Prof. Swing, a Presbyterian minister of Chi­ 
cago, is now on trial in tbat city under charge 
of Sabellianism, and the chances appear to be 
that he will be severely disciplined in some 
way—perhaps by expulsion from the church. 
When we read of it we wondered what the 
Professor had been doing; not being sure but 
that he had iuvented a new way to violate one 
of the old prohibitory commaudmonts. On 
ransacking our memory and consulting tbe 
dictionary to help our memory, we found tbat 
Sabellius was a good old soul wbo lived and 
died about sixteen hundred years ago. lie 
would never have been heard of and got li¡3 
posthumous friend, Prof. Swing, in trouble, 
had he not been an argumentative theologian. 
It appears that Sabellius and some other old 
fellows, also of a disputatious turn of mind, 
held different opinions on the theological doc­ 
trine of the Triuity. Well, finally they got to 
quarreling over the matter and by-and-by 
commenced to call each other hard names, 
after the manner of bad boys ia all countries 
and centuries. As thiugs went on they were 
not content with mere talk and inaugurated 
(as the moderns put it) a war of letters and 
pamphlets. If the art of printing had then 
been in vogue they weuld undoubtedly have 
lashed and abused each other to such a degree 
that the cooler-headed, better-tempered editors 
would have been obliged to call them to order 
or shut them out of print altogether. As it 
was they poked each other with parclimcnls 
and banged each other with bibles. Who was 
in the right of it nobody knew then nor does 
anybody know now. As bad luck would have 
it, tbe Common Council of the town where 
these furious forensic fighters lived, instead of 
burning up all the manuscripts and sending 
the writers thereof to jail for sixty days as 
nuisances, allowed them to die of their own 
ungovernable passions and preserved their 
papers to make more fuss in the then unborn 
future. In tho lapse of ages Professor Swing 
came upon the stage of clerical action; by 
reason of the divinity that shapes our ends, 
he fell upon one or more of those rusty old 
MSS. of Sabellius’. He read and agreed with 
their conclusions. 
As the lord of misrule 
would also have it, the presbytery of the Pro­ 
fessor's church happened to get hold first of 
the letters and documents on the antithetic side 
of the ancient verbal battle, read and agreed 
with them. Tho general outcome of all this 
is that the presbytery and the Professor have 
fallen foul of each other on a question neither 
of them understands in the least. But nura 
bers must have their way, no matter who is 
nearer right; and so one Sabeliran stands a 
wretched chance as opposed to a crowd of 
organized and equipped anti-Sabeliians. They 
will put him out of door3; that will be tbe end 
or it, and that too upon a disputed point as 
shadowy and idle as the old Homeric conun 
drum, “ Who Smote the Marble Gods of 
Greece?” Ah, ye pitying angels; what asses 
we are and what asses we pursue!

INFLATION KILLED I 


VETO OF TH E CURRENCY 
B ILL. 


2*1 FAS AG E OF PRESIDENT «RANT. 


Congress Reminded of Its Past Fi nan» 
cial Pledges—Tbe President’» 
View» on Finance. 
Washinotox, April 22.—Tim fallowing is 
the President’s veto message: 
To the Senate or the United States : — 
Herewith I return Senate bill No. G17, entitled 
“ An act to fix the amount of United States 
notes and the circulation of national banks, 
and for other purposes,” without my approval. 
In doing so I must express my regret at not 
being able to give my assent to the measure 
which has received the sanction of the ma­ 
jority of the legislators chosen by the people 
to make laws for their guidance, and I have 
studiously sought to find sufficient arguments 
to justify such ussent, but ¡unsuccessfully. 
Practically it is a questioa whether the meas­ 
ure under discussion would give an additional 
dollar to the irredeemable paper currency of 
the country or not, and whether by requiring 
three-fourtb3 of the reserves to be retained by- 
banks and prohibiting interest to be received 
on the balance it might not prove u contrac­ 
tion ; but tho fact cannot lie concealed that 
theoretically the bill increases paper circula­ 
tion $100,000,000, less only the amount of 
reserves restrained from circulation by the 
provisions of the second section. The measure 
bas been supported on the theory that it would 
give increased circulation. 
Is a fair in­ 
ference, therefore; that if in practice the 
measure should fail 
to 
create 
the 
abundance of circulation expected of it the 
friends of the measure, particularly those out 
of Congress, would clamor for such inflation 
a3 would give the expected relief. The theory 
in my belief is a departure from the true pri.n 
ciples 
of 
finance, 
national 
interest, 
national obligation to 
creditors, 
Con­ 
gressional promises, party pledges on 
the part of both political parlies and of the 
personal view3 and promises made by me in 
every annual message sent to Congress and 
in each inaugural address. In my annual 
message to Congress in December, 18C9, the 
following passages appear: 
Among the evils growing out of the rebel 
lion and not yet referred to is that of au irre­ 
deemable currency. It is au evil which I hope 
will receive your most earnest attention. It 
i3 a duty, and one of the highest duties, of tho 
government to secure to citizens a medium of 
exchange of fixed, unvarying value, lliis im 
plies a return to a specie basis, and no substi­ 
tute for it can be devised. It should be com­ 
menced now and readied at the earliest prac­ 
ticable moment consistent with a fair regard 
to the interest of the debtor clasi. Immedi 
ate resumption, if practicable, would not be 
desirable. It would compel the debtor class 
to pay beyond their contracts the premium on 
gold at the date of their purchase and would 
bring bankruptcy and ruin to thousand*.— 
The fluctuations, however, in paper value of 
the measure of all values, gold, is detrimental 
to the interest of trade. It makes a man of 
business an involuntary gambler, for in all 
sales where future payment is to be made both 
parties speculate as to what will be the value 
of currency to be paid and received. I earn­ 
estly recommend to you, then, such legislation 
as will insure a gradual return to specie pay­ 
ments and put ail immediate stop to the fluc­ 
tuations in value of the currency. 
I still adhere to the view3 then expressed 
As early as December 4th, 1865, the House of 
Representatives passed a resolution by a vote 
oí 144 yeas to 6 nays concurring in the views 
of the Secretary of the Treasury in relation to 
the necessity of contraction of the currency 
with a view to as early resumption of specie 
payments as the business interests of the coun 
try will permit,'and pledging co-operative ac­ 
tion to this end as speedily as possible. The 
first act passed by the Forty-first Congress ou 
the 18th day of March, 1869, was as follows: 
AN ACT to strengthen the public credit of the 
United States. 
Be it enacted, ice., that in order to remove 
any doubt as to the purpose of the govern­ 
ment to discharge all its obligations to the 
public creditors and to settle conflicting ques­ 
tions and interpretations of the law by virtue 
of which such obligations have been contract­ 
ed it is hereby provided and declared that the 
faith of the United States is solemnly pledged 
to the payment in coin or its equivalent of all 
obligations of the United States and of all in­ 
terest-bearing obligations except in caso3 
where a law authorizing the issue of auy such 
obligations is expressly provided that the 
same may be paid in lawful money or in other 
currency than gold and silver, but none of 
said interest-bearing obligations not already 
due shall be redeemed or paid before maturity, 
unless at such times a3 United States notes 
shall be convertible into coin at the option of 
the holder or uuless at the time bonds of the 
United States bearing a lower rate of interest 
than the bonds to be redeemed can be sold at 
par in coin, and the United States also sol­ 
emnly pledges its faith to make provision at 
the earliest practicable period for the redemp­ 
tion of the United States notes in coin. 
This act still remains as a continuing.pledge 
of the faith of tho United States to mako pro­ 
vision at the earliest practicable moment for 
the redemption of United States note in coin. 
The declaration contained in the act of June 
20th, 18C4, created an obligation that the to­ 
tal amount of United States notos issued or to 
issued should.never exceed $400,000,000. The 
amount in actual circulation wa3 actually re­ 
duced to $356,000,000, at which point Con­ 
gress passed the act of February 4th, 1868, 
suspending further reduction of the currency. 
The $44,000,000 have ever been regarded as 
a reserve to be used only in case of an emer­ 
gency, such us has occurred on several occa­ 
sions and must occur when from any cause 
the revenues suddenly fall below the expendi­ 
tures, and sucli reserve is necessary be­ 
cause the fractional currency, amounting 
to $50,000,000, is redeemable in legal tender 
on call. It may be said that such a return of 
ractional currency for redemption is impossi­ 
ble, but let steps be taken for a return to a 
specie basis and it will be found that silver will 
take the place of fractional currency as rapid­ 
ly as it can be supplied when the premium 
on gold reaches a sufficiently low point with 
tbe amount of United States notes to be is­ 
sued permanently with proper limits and the 
Treasury so strengthened as to be able to re­ 
deem them in coin on demand. It will then 
be safe to inaugurate a system of free bank­ 
ing, with sucli provisions as to make compul­ 
sory the redemption of circulating notes of 
banks in coin or United States notes, them­ 
selves redeemable and made equivalent to 
coin.As a measure preparatory to free banking, 
or for placing the government in condition to 
redeem its notes in coin at tho earliest practi­ 
cable moment the revenues of the country 
should be increased so a3 to pay the current- 
expensas, provide for the sinking fund required 
by law and also the surplus to Is’ retained in 
the Treasury in gold. I am not a believer in 
any artificial method oí making paper money 
equal to coin when coin is not owned or held 
ready to redeem the promises to pay, for pa­ 
per money is nothing more than promises to 
pay and is valuable exactly in proportion to 
the amount of coin that it can be couverted 
into. While coin is not used as a circulating 
medium or the currency of the country is not 
convertible into it at par, it becomes an article 
of commerce as much as any other product. 
The surplus will seek a foreign market, as will 
any other surplus. The balauce of trade has 
nothing to do with the question. Duties on 
imports being required in coiu creates a limi­ 
ted demand ior gold and about enough to sat­ 
isfy that demand remaining in the country. 
To increase this sapply I see no way open but 
by the government hoarding through the 


means above given and possibly by requiring 
national banks to aid it. 
It is claimed by the advocates of the meas­ 
ure herewith returned that there is an unequal 
distribution of the banking capital of the 
country. 1 was disposed to give great weight 
' this view of the question at firet, but on re­ 
flection it will be remembered that there 
still remains $4,000,000 of authorized 
bank note circulation aasighed to states hav- 
less than their quota not yet takeo. In 
addition to this the states having less than 
their quota of bank circulation have the op­ 
tion of $25,000,000 more to be taken from 
those states having more than their propor­ 
tion. When this is all taken up, or when spe­ 
cie payments are fully.restored, or are in rapid 
progress of restoration, it will be time to con- 
ider the question of more currency.

THE ARKANSAS WAR. 
Fighting at Little Rock-One .Tlan 
Killed. 
Little Rock, April 21—Midnight.—Tho 
following account of a skirmish tlii3 eveniu 
is given by an eye witness: Colonel Rose rode 
up abruptly to Colonel White through the 
latter's band,and his horse knocked down seve­ 
ral members. lie asked Colonel White if lie in­ 
tended to advance his troops any further, and 
received a negative reply. White said he had 
no right to ride through his men in that man­ 
ner. A few hot word3 followed, when Rose 
pulled his pistol, cocked _it and struck at 
White, who threw up his hand, which struck 
and fired off the pistol. Rose’s orderly shot 
at White immediately, and then commenced 
the firing. 
Rose turned and galloped up 
street to the City Hall, and formed his men 
across the street. 
Most of the firing from Crooks’ side was 
from the Metropolitan Hotel windows and the 
crowd below, and was aimed at tho Authony 
House. The United States flag is waving in 
front of Baxter's headquarters, pierced by 
several bullets. 
Several colored men were 
wounded, one in the foot, another in the leg 
and one in the oar. Col. Sullivan, of Brooks’ 
party, who was standing on the sidewalk op 
posite the Metropolitan, wa3 shot through oue 
leg, breaking it. He then walked up opposite 
the City Hall and received another shot in the 
other leg, breaking it also. James Ilill, hack 
driver, was shot in the left hip. Major Thall, 
who was shot in the head, died a few minutes 
ago. One shot wa¿ fired by a United States 
soldiér opposite the City Hall. The city Í3 
quiet now. One or two new companies ar­ 
rived to-night to a33ist Baxter. 
THE LEGISLATURE CONVENED. 
Washington, April 22.—Governor Baxter 
of Arkansas to-day telegraphed to the Presi­ 
dent that lie was unable to move with his 
troops to assert his claims to the governorship 
without a collision with Uuited States troops, 
which he wished to avoid; he had therefore 
called together the Legislature to settle the 
conflict, and asked if the President would pro­ 
tect them in the cxerciso of their power. 
Grant replied that he would do all lie could 
under the Constitution and hoped the military 
ou both sides would be disbanded. 
L it t l e Rock, April 22.—Gov. Baxter lias 
couvened the Legislature iu extra se33¡on 
May 11th to consider the claims of the rival 
Governors. 
a so l d ie r’s story o p t h e f ig h t. 
Mem ph is, A pril 22.—Lieutenant Cushman 
of ttie Sixteenth Infantry, stationed at Little 
Rock, arrived here this afternoon to commu­ 
nicate w ith the President concerning the firing 
on Colonel Rose last night, which, he says, he 
could not do there iu consequence of violent 
partisan feeling in the telegraph office. Ac­ 
cording to his statement Colonel Rose had se­ 
cured an armistice between the rival factions 
which was to continue until 9 o’clock this 
morning, hut tkat last night Colonel King 
White, with a regiment of armed negroes, 
marched down to the Anthony House, where 
he made a violent and inflammatory speech to 
them, calling upon Baxter to allow him to go 
ahead and clean out Brook*, the federal or 
any other d—d troops. Colonel Rose, hearing 
the disturbance, rode down to inform White 
that lie was not complying with the terms of 
the truce in marching his men to that poiut. 
Colonel Rose was unarmed except with a 
sword and was accompanied by an orderly 
armed with two holster pistols. On reaching 
White Colonel Rose asked him what he meant 
by breaking the truce, and ordered him to dis­ 
perse his men. White made some reply not 
heard, fired his pi3tol at Colonel Rose and 
shouted to his men to fire, which they did, 
generally into the air, but several persons 
were wounded. The remainder of the story 
is substantially as telegraphed. 
Lieut. Cushman says tbatS.Baxter lias near­ 
ly 3,000 men under arms, of whom some 800 
or 900 are from Pope, Johnson and Saline 
counties. A number of them were either in 
the confederate or federal armies daring the 
late war and are armed with superior weap­ 
ons. They can be relied on in a fight, and the 
feeling towards Brooks’ action among tins 
class is very bitter and daily growing worse. 
As a general thing Baxter's forces are poorly 
officered. On the other side Brooks bas some 
600 men behind the barricades at tho State 
House, of whom two-thirds are negroes. They 
are well commanded and have two ancient 
Bix-pounders in position. Baxter's men are 
engaged in resurrecting a twenty-pounder 
siege piece left there during the late war. Col. 
Rose with his handful of soldiers is master of 
the situation, but affaire are daily growing 
worse.

Boardman, who has presided at the April 
term of the Ulster Circuit, is entitled lo the 
thanks of the members of the Bar of Ulster 
county for the urbanity arid fairness 
with 
which ho has presided, and that we express 
our profound respect for the diligence and 
with which he has disposed of business. 
Resolved, That a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Cantine, A. Schoonmaker, Jr., and 
d iaries A. Fowler be appointed to present 
these resolutions and some suitable token of 
remembrance, and that these resolutions tic 
published in our city newspapers. 
M. SCHOONMAKER, Chairman.

Mr. Cantine then said: 
Probably it is unnecessary for me lo eutor 
upon any extended remarks, as these resolu­ 
tions represent the sentiment of our bar. 
But 
perhaps I may be permitted to say one thing 
in addition to the resolutions, and that is this: 
that your Ilouor does seem to possess in an 
eminent degree that desirable quality in a 
Judge that when a n u tter is decided all dis­ 
cussion shall then end. Your decision*, cloth­ 
ed in no unkind words, and exhibiting no 
harsh sentiment, at once /hake the bar feel 
there is no necessity of future discussion, and 
Hie matter there ending, business is thus dis­ 
patched with increased rapidity. 
Judge Boardman in accepting the resolu­ 
tions replied: 
Of course, gentlemen of the Bar of Ulster, 
no man can be insensible to the kind feelings 
which are expressed in these resolutions. 
It 
is tile second time I liavd had the honor of tie­ 
ing the recipient of similar resolutions from 
this bar, and it is very gratifying, as It always 
is, to bi? able to realize what these resolutions 
attribute to me. 
Of course you can appreciate 
that I have no feelings in regard to the busi- 
siness transacted before me in this county, 
and can have none; fo ri have no possible 
knowledge of the parties or the incidents, aud 
I have no local prejudices and know nothing 
that could by possibility induce me to act oth­ 
erwise than fairly; aud where there are no in­ 
ducements to otherwise act than fairly, it cer­ 
tainly is no credit to au individual to hare 
bl en Impartial, and aa far as within power, 
lust. 
I ain able to reciprocate the feelings of 
respect for the bar which they have so kindly 
expressed for me, and to say that it bas rarely 
been my pleasure to meet with a bar for whom 
personally and as a body I entertain more re­ 
spect, with whose intercourse I have been 
more pleased, and whoso conduct in the man­ 
agement of the business before the Court is so 
gentlemanly and courteous to each other and 
towards the witnesses and parties necessarily 
here. 
It is Homclitne* the case that coun­ 
sel arc sometime* offensive to one another by 
reason of personal animosities and private 
pique, and where they are so, and that offen­ 
siveness is exhibited in the progress of the 
trial of causes, it is very painful to the Judge 
and renders it very difficult to administer the 
law. 
It is most gratifying to be able to gay 
that in the progress of the business within 
this circuit I have seen no evidence of any­ 
thing of that nature, so far as the public con­ 
duct of the member* of tho bar is concerned, 
and even if anything of that kind in fact ex­ 
ists, they have had the courtesy and exceed­ 
ing good taste to conceal It during the pro­ 
gress of our business, thus avoiding the 
wounding of each other’s fesliogs as well as 
those of the court. 
For these things I must 
express myself as much pleased with the Bar 
of Ulster county, and say that it is a pleasure 
to hold court here, and a pleasure to meet 
each and every member, and I shall take per­ 
sonal satisfaction here and elsewhere at all 
times to meet and cordially greet each mem­ 
ber of your bar. 
The court then adjourned until 2 r. M., 
when the jury in Hie case of Westbrook vs. Has­ 
brouck came into court und rendered a verdict 
of $33.50 for the plaintiff, being $25 for the 
manure and $10.50 for interest. 
Plaintiff’s 
counsel asked that a certificate be given by 
the Court declaring the title of the property 
in plaintiff, claiming that title came in ques­ 
tion during the suit. 
The Judge expressed 
himself quite strongly against granting Hie 
certificate, but reserved his decision. 
The Special Term of the court was then ad­ 
journed until June Alb, at IO o’clock a . m., at 
the Court House in Kingston, the clerk to 
make up an equity calendar for such adjourn­ 
ed term, of such causes as shall be noticed 
therefor, in which notes of issue may be duly 
filed.

father was away from home at work, and 
mother was on the farm at work; I killed him 
by striking him in the back with a hatchet 


aud buried his body in a ditch; wiped up the 
blood with a sponge and buried it witli the 


man.” Waltz (lien described marks where he 
had buried the mail and the organ.

is engaged in digging on the spot Indicated 
by Waltz.

H e s ita n t* H im s e lf in th e C a b in o f h is 
B o a t w h i l e o n (jo k e y '* H a y s . 
Phineas Webster of Fort Ann, aged twenty 
four years and captain of the boat ll. S. 
Stewart, belonging to the Northern Transpor­ 
tation Line, committed suicide by shooting 
himself through the body near tho heart,about 
two o'clock on Wednesday afternoon, while in 
the cabin of the boat, which was out on Wil­ 
liam Gokey's ways at His shipyard near Hie 
Mary Powell’s dock in this city. 
Immediately after the commission of the 
rash deed, George Kerr, Hie bookkeeper for 
Mr. Cokey, while on his way to inform Coro­ 
ner Charles Stephan of the occurrence, called 
at The Freeman establishment and told of the 
simple fact, whereupon a reporter proceeded 
to the sceue of the suicide aud gathered the 
following facts after being shown Hie body, 
which was locked in the cabin In exactly Hie 
position in whish it was discovered and wait­ 
ing Hie arrival of the Coroner. 
George L. Thurman, a young man of per 
haps twenty years, who resides in Fort Ann, 
was employed as a hand on board Hie ll. S. 
Stewart and was well acquainted with the de­ 
ceased. 
They left Fort Ann in company on 
Monday morning last lo come to this city to 
take charge of the l*oat, arriving here on 
Tuesday morning, having come from Troy on 
the towing steamer Hudson. 
They went to 
Gokey's yard, where they found the boat un 
dergoing repairs, she having beeu sunk all 
winter at Sloop Lock, near Waterford. 
The 
two man worked about the boat getting the 
cabin furnished and in order while carpenter* 
and caulker* were at work effecting repair*. 
Captain Webster seemed in good spirit*, so 
far as Thurman could judge, up to the time of 
his death. 
About I p. m. Captain Webster went away 
from the boat, returning after an abscnco of 
al»out half an hourjm d entering the cabin 
Thurman was chopping wood near Hie en­ 
trance to the cabin and did not notice any­ 
thing unusual in either Hie action* or appear­ 
ance of the captain ou his return. 
Soon af­ 
ter the captain had entered the cabin Thur­ 
man went into ii and found the captain wa* 
lying down in hi* tiertli. 
Going on deck and 
walking forward Thnrmun was hailed by Mr. 
Gokey.who informed him there wa* a letter in 
hi* (Gokey’s) office for Captain 
Webster. 
Thurman went lo the cabin and informed 
Webster of the letter, when Webster told him 
to go get it, which he did. 
Carrying the let­ 
ter into the cabin Webster told Thurman to 
put it on the shelf, as it was the order for a 
cargo of coal to be taken to Burlington, he, 
Webster, having seen Captain James Heaton, 
the agent of the line, during the forenoon, who 
informed the captain be would send the order 
to Mr. Gokey’s office. 
After Thurman bad put the letter on the 
shelf he went on neck and then on shore, and 
proceeded to John Huttou’s store, a short dis­ 
tance from the shipyard, where he purchased 
some letter paper for his owu use, immedia­ 
tely after which be returned to Hie boat, and 
on entering the cabin found Webster lying on 
the floor with bi* head to starboard and feet 
to port, in itosition almost exactly athw art­ 
ships. 
He was ou his back aud at his side 
lay a single-bamHed-pistol, which Thurman 
picked up and placed upon a table, aud '.hen 
went on deck to give the alarm. 
He walked 
forward lo the boat and seeing George Kerr, 
Thurman called to him that the captain was 
dead. 
Mr. Kerr immediately informed a number of 
mea who were at work -on the boat and one 
adjoining, and then went on lK>ard the Stew­ 
art and into her cabin, where he found Cap­ 
tain Webster iu the |>osiilou above described, 
and in opening bi* clothes to feel if his heart 
were still beating Mr. Kerr discovered the 
wound, which is immediately over the heart. 
Finding the man was dead, Mr. Kerr was, by 
Mr. Gokey, who, with several oilier*, had 
reached the scene of the tragedy, dispatched 
to notify His Coroner. 
The cabin was then 
cleared of all its inmates and locked to await 
the arrival of Coroner Stephan. 
The body 
was dressed in a suit of ordinary clothes and 
over the pantaloons were drawn a pair of blue 
dungaree overalls. 
The youug man Thurman informed the re­ 
porter that Captain Webster was unmarried 
and bad parents residing iii Fort Ann. 
A 
short time ago, during the winter, Captain 
Webster purchased a farm about two miles 
north of the village in which his parents re­ 
sided, aud on tho purchase there was a pay­ 
ment due, the money to meet which Webster 
had expected to raise on some promissory 
notea which he held, but he had been disap­ 
pointed and the affair was in the hands of a 
lawyer residing in Fort Ann. 
That I* the on­ 
ly cause, if cause it can be called, known to 
Thurman,and ha is the only person hereabout* 
who knows anything of Webster's affairs, for 
the commission of the deed of suicide. 
Young Thurman telegraphed to the parents 
of Captain Webster before the coroner a r­ 
rived to hold the inquest. 
As soon as Coron­ 
er Stephan was notified and could impanel a 
jury an inquest was held. 
The verdict of the Coroner’s jury, of which 
Mr. William Gokey was the foreman, was in 
accordance with the above detailed facts, the 
young luau Thurman beiug, with the excep­ 
tion of A. T. Douglas, the only witness exam ­ 
ined. 
On the person of the deceased were found 
two hundred aud sixty-four dollars, sixty-five 
cents, which Captain Heaton, the agent in 
this cily of the Northern Transportation Line, 
directed the Coroner to ,have placed iu Mr. 
Gokey’s safe subject to the order of the line, 
as Mr. Gokey was doing work for the line. 
Captain Heatou also directed that the body 
should bo placed in a proper casket and two 
reliable persons engaged to assume charge of 
it uutil the arrival of relatives, who are ex­ 
pected to reach this city about noon to-day. 
In describing the wound Dr. Dough* testi­ 
fied as follows: 
’ 
“ The wound was in the chest about two 
and 
one-quarter inches below and to the 
right of the left nipple, between the fourth and 
fifth ribs. 
The ball passed through the body 
iu Dearly a direct line aud was found on the 
floor of the cabin. 
From the direction of the 
wound the ball must have passed through the 
heart. 
His death was caused by hemorrhage 
from this wound.”

TESTIMONIAL TO JUDGE BOARDMAN. 
A few minutes before the noon recess a 
committee of the bar came into the court 
room and Mr. Peter Canline read the follow­ 
ing resolutions: 
At a meeting of the members of the Bar of 
the county4of Ulster, held at the Court House 
in Kingston on the 22d day of April, 1874, 
Hon. Marius Schoonmaker was chosen Chair­ 
man and William Lounsbery Secretary. 
Hon. Wm. Lawton presented *he following 
resolutions, which were unanimously adopted: 
' Resolved, That the Honorable Douglass 
Boardman, who has presided at the April 
term of the Ulster Circuit, is entitled to the 
thanks of the members of the Bar of Ulster 
county for the urbanity and fairness with 
which ho ha3 presided, and that we express 
our profound respect for the diligence and 
with which he has disposed of business. 
Resolved, That a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Cantine, A. Schoonmaker, Jr., and 
Charles A. Fowler be appointed to present 
these resolutions and some suitable token of 
remembrance, and that these resolutions be 
published in our city newspapers. 
M. Schoonm aker, Chairman. 
Wm. Lounsbert, Secretary. 
Mr. Cantine then said: 
Probably it is unnecessary for mo to enter 
upon any extended remarks, as these resolu­ 
tions represent the sentiment of our bar. But 
perhaps I may be permitted to say one thing 
in addition to the resolutions, and that is this: 
ihat your Houor does seem to possess in an 
eminent degree that desirable quality in a 
Judge that when a matter is decided all dis­ 
cussion shall then end. Your decisions, cloth­ 
ed in no unkind words, and exhibiting no 
harsh sentiment, at once rtiake the bar feel 
there is no necessity of future discussion, and 
the matter there ending, business is thus dis­ 
patched with inereased rapidity. 
Judge Boardman in accepting the resolu­ 
tions replied: 
Or course, gentlemen of the Bar of Ulster, 
no man can be insensible to the kind feelings 
which are expressed in these resolutions. It 
is the second time I havd had the honor of be­ 
ing the recipient of similar resolitions from 
this bar, aud it is very gratifying, as It always 
is, to be able to realize what these resolutions 
attribute to me. Of course you can appreciate 
that I have no feelings in regard to the busi- 
, siness transacted before me in this county, 
and can have none; for I have no possible 
knowledge of the parlies or the incidents, aud 
I have no local prejudices and know nothing 
that could by possibility induce me to act oth­ 
erwise than fairly; aud where there are no in­ 
ducements to otherwise act than fairly, it cer­ 
tainly is no credit to an individual to have 
been impartial, and, a3 far as within power, 
just. I am able to reciprocate tbe feelings of 
respect for the bar which they have so kindly 
expressed for me, and to say that it has rarely 
been my pleasure to meet with a bar for whom 
personally and a3 a body I entertain more re­ 
spect, with whose intercourse I have been 
more pleased, and wlio30 conduct in the man­ 
agement of the business before the Court is so 
gentlemanly and courteous to each other and 
towards the witnesses aud parties necessarily 
here. It is sometimes the ca3e that coun­ 
sel are sometimes offensive to one another by- 
reason of personal animosities and private 
pique, and where they are so, aud that oflen- 
siveness is exhibited in the progress of the 
trial of causes, it is very painful to the Judge 
and renders it very difficult to administer the 
law. If is most gratifying to be able to say 
that in the progress of the business within 
this circuit I hare seen no evidence of any­ 
thing of that nature, so far as the public cou- 
duct of the members of the bar is concerned, 
and even if anything of that kind in fact ex­ 
ists, they have had the courtesy and exceed­ 
ing good taste to conceal it during the pro­ 
gress of our business, thus avoiding the 
wounding of each other’s feelings as well as 
those of the court. For these things I must 
express myself as much pleased with the Bar 
of Ulster county, and say that it is a pleasure 
to hold court here, aud a pleasure to meet 
each and every member, and I shall take per­ 
sonal satisfaction here and elsewhere at all 
times to meet and cordially greet each mem­ 
ber of your bar. 
The court then adjourned until 2 p. m., 
when the jury in the case of Westbrook vs.Ilas- 
brouck came into court and rendered a verdict 
of $35.50 for the plaintiff, being $25 for the 
manure aud $10.50 for interest. Plaintiff's 
counsel asked that a certificate be given by 
the Court declaring the title of the property 
in plaintiff, claiming that title came in ques­ 
tion during the suit. The Judge expressed 
himself quite strongly against granting the 
certificate, but reserved his decision. 
The Special Term of the court was then ad­ 
journed until June 4th, at 10 o’clock a. m., at 
the Court House in Kingston, the clerk to 
make up an equity calendar for such adjourn­ 
ed term, of such causes as shall be noticed 
therefor, in which notes of issue may be duly 
filed. Circuit Court and Court of Oyer and 
Termiuer was adjourned without day. Judge 
Boardman then shook hands with counsel and 
other persons present, and loft for his home 
in Ithaca, the best wishes of the bar following 
him.

A party 
is engaged in digging on the spot indicated 
by Waltz.

SU IC ID E OF A BO ATM A N 
H e S k M ti H im se lf in tlie C ab in o f h is 
B o a t w h ile o n U o k ey ’i W a y s. 
Phineas Webster of Fort Ann, aged twenty- 
four years and captain of the boat H. S. 
Stewart, belonging to the Northern Transpor­ 
tation Line, committed suicide by shooting 
himself through the body near the heart,about 
two o’clock on Wednesday afternoon, while in 
the cabin of the boat, which was out on Wil­ 
liam Gokey’s ways at his shipyard near the 
Mary Powell’s dock in this city. 
Immediately after the commission of the 
rash deed, George Kerr, the bookkeeper for 
Mr. Gokey, while ou his way to inform Coro­ 
ner Charles Stephan of the occurrence, called 
at The Freeman establishment aud told of the 
simple fact, whereupon a reporter proceeded 
to the scene of the suicide and gathered the 
following facts after being shown the body, 
which was locked in the cabin in exactly the 
position in whieh it was discovered and wait­ 
ing the arrival of the Coroner. 
George L. Thurman, a young man of per­ 
haps twenty years, who resides in Fort Aim, 
was employed as a hand on board the H. S. 
Stewart and was well acquainted with the de­ 
ceased. They left Fort Ann in company on 
Monday morning last to come to this city to 
take charge of the boat, arriving here on 
Tuesday morning, having come from Troy on 
the towing steamer Hudson. They went to 
Gokey’s yard, where they found the boat un­ 
dergoing repairs, she having been sunk all 
winter at Sloop Lock, near Waterford. The 
two men worked about tbe boat getting the 
cabin furnished and in order while carpenters 
and caulkers were at work eflecting repairs. 
Captain Webster seemed in good spirits, so 
far as Thurman could judge, up to the time of 
his death. 
About 1 p. m. Captaiu Webster went away 
from the boat, returning atieran absence of 
about half an hour,’and entering the cabin 
Thurman was chopping wood near the en­ 
trance to the cabin and did not notice any­ 
thing unusual in either the actions or appear­ 
ance of the captain on hi3 return. Soon af­ 
ter the captain had entered the cabin Thur­ 
man went into it and found the captain was 
lying down in hi3 berth. Going on deck and 
walking forward Thurman was hailed by Mr. 
Gokey, who informed him there was a letter in 
his (Gokey’s) office for Captain Webster. 
Thurman went to the cabin and informed 
Webster of the letter, when Webster told him 
to go get it, which he did. Carrying the let­ 
ter into the cabin Webster told Thurman to 
put it on the shelf, as it was the order for a 
cargo of coal to be taken to Burlington, he, 
Webster, having seen Captain James Heaton, 
the agent of the line, during the forenoon, who 
informed the captain he would send the order 
to Mr. Gokey’s office. 
After Thurman had put the letter on the 
shelf he went on deck and then on shore, and 
proceeded to John Huttou’s store, a short dis­ 
tance from the shipyard, where he purchased 
some letter paper for his own use, immedia 
tely after which he returned to the boat, and 
on entering the cabin found Webster lying on 
tbe floor with his head to starboard and feet 
to port, in position almost exactly athwart- 
sliips. lie was ou his back aud at bis side 
lay a single-barreled-pistol, which Thurmau 
picked up and placed upon a table, and then 
went on deck to give the alarm. He walked 
forward to the boat and seeing George Kerr, 
Thurman called to him that the captain was 
dead. 
Mr. Kerr immediately informed a number of 
men who were at work -on the boat and one 
adjoining, aud then went on board tbe Stew­ 
art and into her cabiu, where he found Cap 
tain Webster in tbe positiou above dcscribod, 
and in opening his clothes to feel if his heart 
were still beating Mr. Kerr discovered the 
wound, which is immediately over the heart. 
Finding the man was dead, Mr. Kerr was, by 
Mr. Gokey, who, with several others, had 
reached the scene of the tragedy, dispatched 
to notify tho Coroner. The cabin was then 
cleared of all its inmates and locked to await 
the arrival of Coroner Stephan. The body 
was dressed in a suit of ordinary clothes and 
over the pantaloons were drawn a pair of blue 
dungaree overalls. 
The youug man Thurman iníoruied tho re 
porter that Captain Webster was unmarried 
and had parents residing in Fort Ann. A 
short time ago, during the winter, Captain 
Webster pnrchased a farm about two miles 
north of the village in which his parents re 
sided, and on tho purchase there was a pay­ 
ment due, the money to meet which Webster 
bad expected to raise on some promissory 
notea which he held, but be had been disap­ 
pointed and the affair was in the hands of a 
lawyer residing in Fort Ann. That is the on­ 
ly cause, if cause it can be called, known to 
Thurman,and he is the only person hereabouts 
who knows anything of Webster’s affairs, for 
the commission of the deed of suicide. 
Young Thurman telegraphed to the parents 
of Captain Webster before the coroner ar 
rived to hold the inquest. As soon as Coron­ 
er Stephan was notified and could impanel a 
jury an inquest was held. 
The verdict of the Coroner's jury, of which 
Mr. William Gokey was the foreman, was in 
accordance with the above detailed facts, the 
young mau Thurman beiug, with the excep­ 
tion of A. T. Douglas, the only witness exam­ 
ined. 
On tbe person oí the deceased were found 
two hundred and sixty-four dollars, sixty-five 
cents, which Captain Heaton, the agent in 
this city of the Northern Transportation Line, 
directed the Coroner to ¿have placed in Mr. 
Gokey’s safe subject to the order of the line, 
as Mr. Gokey was doing work for the line. 
Captain Heaton also directed that the body 
should bo placed in a proper casket and two 
reliable persons engaged to assume charge of 
it until the arrival of relatives, who are ex­ 
pected to reach this city about noon to-day. 
In describing the woucd Dr. Doug ns testi­ 
fied as follows: * 
“Tbe wound was in the cue9t about two 
and one-quarter incbes below and to the 
right of the left nipple, between the fourth and 
fifth ribs. The ball passed through the body 
in nearly a direct fine and was found on the 
floor of the cabin. From the direction of the 
wound the ball must have passed through the 
heart. His death was caused by hemorrhage 
from this wound.”

nance relating to the sidewalks of St. Mary’s 
street, passed April 17th, 1S74. 
The Common Council of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follows: 
Section 1. The sidewalk on each side of St. Mary's 
street, in said city, front Hasbrouck avenue to 
Chambers street (said St. Mary’s street having been 
graded to its full width,) are hereby required to be 
constructed, curbed aud guttered in the manner, 
and of the materials, and within the time herein­ 
after specified. 
5 2. The curbs shall be so set. as to give a uniform 
width of seven feet from the street edge of the curb 
stone to the line of the street. 
{ 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid aud set 
according to the grade heretofore established by 
the Common Council, and the curb3 on the corners 
of the streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
i 4. Tho eurb-stones shall be at least 20 inches 
depth and of the usual thiokness, and the gqtter- 
stones shall be twelve inches wide and of the usual 
thickness.
